Another 9.4 100 yard dash was 
made last Saturday, Hubert Meir of 
Iowa State raced the distance in that 
time at the Big Six conference meet 
at Lincoln, Nebraska. One watch 
caught him at 9.3. The record will 
probably not be recognized, because 
he used starting blocks. 

That makes three sprinters with 
that mark. George Simpson of Ohio 
turned in that time last year, while 
Frank Wykoff of the University of 
Southern California duplicated the 
same three weeks ago. Wykoff’s feat 
is probably the most outstanding, be- 
cause in doing so he used 
starting blocks. The recognized 
world’s record at present is held by 
Eddie Tolan of Michigan at 9.5 sec- 
onds. That mark was only recently 
written into the books replacing the 
9.6 mark held jointly by a half 
dozen or so athletes. 

Saturday ‘at the I. C. 4-A meet at 
Boston, Wykoff, Tolan, and Dyer 
meet in the feature 100-yard dash, 
and the following week, the same 
three will meet again, with Simpson, 
Bracey, and possibly Meir added to 
the list. This will be at the I. C. A.
